Hodge-Podge of Conflicts

Double Process 
Our real concern is with that current, 


not with a bitter personal feud which 


must soon end in the course of nature. 
No man can yet guess where the current 
is running, or what sort of nation will 
greet its hundredth birthday only a year 
from now. It seems to me, however, that 
a double process is in flow, much deeper 
and more. complex than we. suspected 
even a month ago. 

With the arrival of Mr. Daniel 
Johnson in Quebec we confront our 
oldest Canadian problem in a new, acute 
and frightening form, if he actually 
means what he says. Unless We can 
problem all the brave 
solutions we are planning for other 
problems will be irrelevant. 

» Leavirig French Canada aside for the 
moment, not because it is unimportant 
but because its, leader's true intentions 
are unknown, we must realize at last 
that the whole political system is taking 
a new shape as yet unforeseeable. The 
party lines that guided us since 1867, with 
remarkable success.on the whole, are 
breaking down. This is not a sudden 
apocalypse as some excited headline 
writers imagine but a natural evolution. 


: Our politics, in short, are struggling to 


keep up with our society. 

So far, they have fallen behind» The 
result is bewildering confusion on both 
sides, right and left. No one expects, of 
course, that any political party will be 
consistently on one side or the other and 


such clarity would soon wreck the 
system. «Given one party standing 
against social change of any sort and 
another ‘standing ‘for total change 


overnight, every election would.be a 
revolution,_perhaps a civil war, as has 
happened in so many nations which have. 
not learned the virtues of inconsistency. 


Citizen's Due 


But the citizen surely is entitled to 
know, in a general way, that one party 
Stands for a policy of change, along 
certain lines, that the other party stands 
for the consolidation of changes already 
made~ before the next advance is 
attempted. 

That is a rough working definition 
between a liberal and a conservative 
party in any nation or age, whatever 
labels they wear. In contemporary 
Canada the historice definition has 
collapsed. Our major parties have been 
unable to re-define their attitudes toward 
our rapidly changing society. Both suffer 
similar agonies of soul-searching and 
neither knows where it stands on the 
basic issues of these times. 

The Liberal party thought it knew 
where it stood when it came to office but 
Mr. Walter Gordon and his friends have 
lately undertaken to shift its centre ,of 
gravity drastically leftwards into more 
radical liberalism, though oddly enough 
they want a conservative policy of 
protectionism and national self-contain- 
ment. The reaction to this pressure was 
instantaneous. Throughout the West, and 
doubtless in many parts of the East as 
well, many Liberals are determined to 
crush the Gordon revolt at the October 
convention. 


More Confused 


‘The Conservative party is still more 
confused. After the six years of’ the 
Diefenbaker government it could , not 
pretend to know where it stood in policy. 
It knew only that it stodl in the 
wilderness, led by a man who was never 
a conservative by. any definition but a 
lonely agrarian rebel, with his own 


‘private revelation, a strange mixture of 


reform and nostalgia. For the time being 
conservatism as a doctrine has lost its 
way, all its energies concentrated on the 
choice of a new leader, with few to 
spare for ideas. 5 

Thus we have no Liberal party with 
an understandable position, since the 
position depends on the outcome of the 
present inward power struggle, and no 
Conservative party since its future 
depends on Mr. Diefenbaker’s struggle to 
survive, In consequence, a section of the 
Liberal party is closer to Mr. Douglas 
than it is to the ruling men of the 
cabinet..A section of the Conservative 
party is closer to these men than it is to 
Mr. Diefenbaker. ; 

The facts have become so obvious 
that Mr. Douglas counts on a re- 
alignment of politics, the emergence of a 
coherent right-wing and a coherent left- 
wing party, while some university 
professors recommend a, grand coalition 
of all parties, without any policy at all, 
except goodwill, honesty and a rejection 
of ‘sin. 

Mr. Douglas may be right, though a

Central Issue 


‘There Is the central issue facing and 
dividing the major parties and it, 
comprehends all others, Both parties 
have evaded it up to now and Mr. 
Douglas simply, ignores it under the 
impression that Canada can do every- 
thing at once, regardless of its growing 
but still limited means. : 

The central issue cannot be evaded 
much longer because the means are now 
stretched to the limit, or beyorid it, as 
proved by every economic index and the 
prices’ in every shop. Around this 
question of means and timing, not the 
question of social reform, which™ almost 
everybody desires, the parties: must 
clarify their thinking to the point. where 
the people have at least some broad 
alternatives to vote for, The system will 
remain disordered and unwéirkable so 
long:as such alternatives are lacking and 
each major party is a hodgepodge of 
contradictions, both in personalities and 
in. policies. ¥ :

DEAR V. J.: This duo was 
doing the best it could under 
the circumstances, Even 
Lovebirds are ineffective un- 
less properly paired. You can 
remedy the situation by trad- 
ing one of these’ females or. 
purchasing at least one—pre- 
erably two—males. 
DEAR DR. MILLER: Does 
a dog ever need spaying more 
than once? I have been 
thinking about having my dog 
spayed. Then someone . said 
that sometimes . the organs 
} grow back and it has to be 
.done over again. I wouldn't 
want to have my dog operated 
on twice.—D. DD. 

DEAR D. D.: Once is 
enough. The ovaries and 
uterus cannot “grow back.” 
(The occasional case in which 
there is stray ovarian tissue 
capable of inducing estrus is 
too rare to merit considera- 
tion.)

For Russia it is recognition, even 
before the results of this “year’s 
spring crop are known, that large 
importations of grain will be neces- 
sary to_maintain domestic needs 
and commitments to Communist

Eventually» the effects of the 
sale will be. felt throughout most of 
the economy of Canada. They will 


be still more widely felt if we permit _ 


the natural interflow of trade_ to 
take place, for exports in any nor- 
mal economy mean: corresponding 
imports. We cannot indefinitely sell 
to Russia without increasing our 
purchases from that country — and 
so far our purchases have been 
relatively small. 

The Seviet wheat. buying admit- 
tedly-is on-an emergency basis: the 
country will face stringency without 
extra grain.

Leaving French Canada aside for the 
moment, .not because it is unimportant 
but because its leader's true intentions’, 
are unknown, We must realize at last 
that the whole political system is taking 
a new shape as yet unforeseeable. The 
party lines that guided us since 1867, with 
remarkable success on the whole, are 
breaking down. This is not. a_ sudden 
apocalypse as some excited headline 
writers imagine but a natural evolution. 
Our politics, in short, are struggling to 
keep up with our society 

So far, they have fallen behind. The 
result is bewildering confusion on both 
sides, right and left. ‘No one expects, of 
course, that any political party will be 
consistently: on one side or the other and 
such clarity would. ‘soon wreck the 
system. Given One patty: standing 
against social: change’ of any sort and 
another standing for total change 
overnight, every election. would be a 
revolution, perhaps a civil war, as- has 
happened in so many nations which have 
not learned the virtues of inconsistency. 


Citizen's Due 


But the citizen surely is entitled to 
know, in a general way, that one party 
stands for a policy of change, along 
certain lines, that the other party stands 
for the consolidation of changes already 
made before the next advance is 
attempted. 


That is a rough working definition — 


‘between a liberal and a conservative 


party in any nation or age, whatever 
labels they wear. In contemporary 
Canada the historic definition has 
collapsed. Our major parties have been 
unable to re-define their attitudes toward 
our rapidly changing society. Both suffer 
similar agonies of soul-searching and 
neither knows. where it stands on the 
basic issues of these times. 

‘The ‘Liberal party thought it knew 
whtre it stood when it came to office but 
Mr. Walter Gordon and his friends have 
lately undertaken to shift its centre of 
gravity drastically leftwards into more 
radical liberalism, though oddly enough 
they want a conservative policy of 
protectionism and national self-contain- 
ment. The reaction to this pressure was 
instantaneous. Throughout the West, and 
doubtless in many parts of the East as 
well, many Liberals are determined to 
crush the Gordon revolt at the October 
convention. 


More: Confused 


The Conservative party is still more 
confused. After the six years of the 
Diefenbaker government it could not 
pretend to know where it stood in policy. 
It knew only that it stood in the 
wilderness, led by a man who was never 
a conservative by any définition but a 
lonely agrarian rebel, with his own 
private revelation, a strange mixture of 
reform and nostalgia. For the time béing 
conservatism as a doctrine has lost its 
way, all its energies concentrated on the 
choice of a new Jeader, with few to 


~spare for ideas. 


Thus we have no Liberal perty with 
an understandable position, since the 
position depends on the outcorhe of the 
present inward power struggle, and no 
Conservative party since its future 
depends on Mr. Diefenbaker’s struggle to 
survive. In consequence, a section of the 
Liberal party is closer to Mr. Douglas - 


“than it is to the ruling men of the_ 


party is closer t6 these men than-it is to 
Mr. Diefenbaker. 

The facts have become so obvious 
that Mr. Douglas counts on a_ re- 
alignment of politics, the emergence of a 
coherent right-wing ~and a coherent left- 
wing party, while some _ university 
professors recommend a grand coalition 
of all parties, without any policy. at all, 
except goodwill, peat and a rejection 
of sin.

SAIGON—Communist soldiers from the north infiltrate into 
South Viet Nam ata rate of 5,500 or more every month on a 
a route called the Ho Chi Minh Trail, named for the aging (76) 
president of North Viet Nam. 2 

It is not a trail. Rather it is many trails, roads’and jungle 
paths, running from North Viet Nam first westward into Laos, 
then south through Laos into Cambodia and then eastward into 
South Viet Nam at a half dozen places. 

Iis most-used starting point is the Mu Gia Pass in North 
Viet Nam. Its southern ‘‘terminal” consists of a series of 
fingers from Cambodia into Viet Nam. The Ho Trail changes 
its route, but not its general direction, with the seasons. Dur- 
ing the dry period, it follows low ground. In the current 
monsoon rains from May to August, it goes to the high ground. 

Recent intelligence reports indicate that 200 miles of the 
trail have been newly surfaced with crushed stone and the 
road concealed from air strikes by overhead foliage. 

In a drive to choke off Hanoi’s southward flow of men and 
supplies, American air power has repeatedly pummelled the 
Ho Trail. Guam-based B-52 bombers have hammered the Mu 
Gia Pass starting point. Navy and Air Force fighter-bombers 
have hit at the approaches to the pass and have plastered the 
southern outlets in Southern Viet Nam's “War Zone C’" on the 
Cambodian border. American planes from other bases, includ- 
ing Thailand, have hit at various segments of the Ho Trail. 

Possibly because of this heavy interdiction, the Communists 
have taken to using a supplementary trail running across 
northern Cambodia from west to east into South Viet Nam, 
“named the Sihanouk Trail ofter Cambodia's Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk. Like the Ho Trail it is a network of truck roads, 
and jungle paths.
